TO  THE  NEW  MILLS  UEBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


GENTLEMEN, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1900.  During  the  year  139  deaths  from  all 
causes  have  been  registered,  giving  a  death  rate  of  20.6  per  thousand;  of  these  deaths  36  are  of  children  under 
1  year  of  age,  46  are  of  persons  between  25  and  65,  and  40  are  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

The  deaths  registered  ai’e  as  follows: — Whooping  Cough  4,  Diphtheria  1,  Croup  2,  Typhoid  Fever  1, 
Influenza  4,  Diarrhoea  1,  Enteritis  4,  Phthisis  8,  other  Tubercular  Diseases  4,  Cancer  3,  Bronchitis  21, 
Pneumonia  21,  Pleurisy  1,  Premature  Birth  2,  Heart  Disease  6,  Accident  1,  and  all  others  53;  you  will  see 
from  the  above  that  the  principal  cause  of  our  high  death  rate  this  year  is  from  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  “  42,” 
and  also  that  we  have  been  free  from  diseases  of  an  infectious  nature,  we  have  no  deaths  from  Measles  or 
Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  children  dying  during  the  first  year  of  life  is  higher  than  last  year,  and  it  is  172.24 
out  of  every  1000  births  registered.  I  give  you  the  causes  of  Infantile  deaths  in  the  district. 

Whooping  Cough . 3  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia . 6

I  think  many  of  the  latter  are  from  errors  of  feeding,  but  an  efibrt  has  been  made  to  try  to  improve 
this.  Handbills  on  the  feeding  and  care  of  Infants  have  been  placed  before  you,  and  it  was  suggested  they 
should  be  printed  and  given  out  when  each  birth  was  notified,  this  course  I  am  pleased  to  report  has  been 
adopted. 

During  the  same  period  209  births  have  been  registered,  giving  a  birth  I’ate  of  30.9  per  thousand. 

The  following  cases  of  an  Infectious  nature  were  notified  during  the  year.  Membranous  Croup  1,. 
Scarlet  Fever  2,  Typhoid  Fever  3.  The  Typhoid  Fever  cases  were  in  Thornsett,  and  in  two  cases  in  same  house, 
a  defective  drain  pipe  was  the  probable  cause,  this  was  at  once  attended  to  ;  and  the  other  case  the  house  drains 
had  not  at  that  time  been  relaid  and  connected  to  the  Sewer,  the  old  stone  drain  was  in  use,  this  has  now  been 
done.  In  all  eases  disinfectants  were  supplied  aird  every  precaution  taken, 

I  must  here  again  report  to  you  the  complaints  I  have  had  from  time  to  time  of  the  bad  smells  from 
the  manholes  in  the  roads,  and  I  have  on  many  occasions  iroticed  it  myself. 

In  1897,  I  reported  to  you  as  follows  : — 

“  During  the  year,  I  drew  the  attention  of  the  Council  that  no  provision  for  the  ventilation  of  the 
Sewer  was  being  made,  and  that  the  manholes  in  the  streets  would  be  the  only  means  of  ventilation.  I  suggested 
that  ventilation  shafts  should  be  put  at  certain  points,  but  I  understand  that  after  meeting  the  Engineers  you  do 
not  think  this  necessary.  I  am  afraid  these  manholes  will  under  the  circumstances  prove  not  only  a  great 
nuisance  but  a  danger,  and  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  again  call  your  attention  to  it.” 

Now  nearly  the  whole  of  the  distinct  is  connected  with  the  Sewer,  I  think  some  means  for  its  better 
ventilation  will  be  necessary,  for  I  am  constantly  hearing  complains  of  the  bad  smells  in  the  roads,  but  I 
understand  that  Ventilating  Street  Lamps  are  about  to  be  fixed  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  which  I  hope 
may  remedy  this  complaint. 

I  am  afraid  we  shall  be  sometime  before  we  have  a  more  regular  supply  of  water  to  the  district,  for  all 
our  plans  have  for  the  present  been  put  on  one  side  by  the  big  Scheme  of  the  Stockport  Corporation,  which,  if 
carried  out,  will  take  some  years  to  complete.  But  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  action  of  the  Council  in  petitioning 
Parliament  against  the  Stockport  Corporation  Water  Bill  during  the  pi-esent  session,  will  have  the  desired  ettect 
of  getting  a  clause  inserted  in  the  Bill  for  the  Stockport  Corporation  to  supply  this  district  with  water  at  a  very 
reasonable  price. 

I  am  sorry  the  Council  have  not  taken  any  steps  during  the  year  to  improve  the  scavenging  of  the 

district. 

The  Inspector  has  visited  and  disinfected  8  infected  houses  during  the  year. 

I  enclose  you  the  usual  tables  of  deaths  and  of  infectious  sickness,  and  I  would  draw  your  attention  to 
table  No.  1.  You  will  see  that  the  death  rate  and  birth  rate  for  the  last  ten  years,  and  you  will  notice  that  the 
death  rate  for  that  time  averages  18.98  and  the  birth  rate  29.13  per  thousand,  and  for  the  last  year  the  death  rate 
is  20.6,  birth  rate  30.9  per  thousand.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Urban  District  of  New  Mill  comprises 
an  area  of  5,680  acres  of  hilly  land  lying  at  a 
considerable  elevation  above  the  level  of  the 
sea,  the  altitude  varying  from  about  400  feet 
in  the  northern  extremity  to  about  1,400  feet 
in  the  south  and  east. 

The  larger  and  more  thickly  inhabited 
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large  amphitheatre,  descending  towards  the 
north-west,  and  down  the  sides  of  which 
flow  several  rapid  streams,  which  unite  to 
form  the  New  Mill  Dyke  wliich  flows  to  the 
north  to  join  the  liver  Holme.  Beyond  the 
^vatershed,  to  the  south  and  east,  it  com¬ 
prises  also  a  considerable  extent  of  agricul¬ 
tural  land  and  moorland,  which  is  drained 
by  streams  which  join  the  river  Don. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  humid  with  a 
rainfall  of  between  51)  and  60  inches  per 
annum. 

There  is  abundance  of  water,  which  is 
generally  of  good  cpiality  and  soft.,  but  in 
places  it”  is  found  to  be  hard,  owing  to  the 
presence  of  ir  jn. 

The  .soil  is  heavy  or  light  ac(*ording  as  it 
lies  on  a  subsoil  of  (Oay  or  shale  or  sand  be¬ 
neath  which  are  the  coal  measures  and  sand¬ 
stone  rock. 

The  farms  are  mostly  in  grass  and  small  in 
area. 

The  villages  of  New  Mill,  .Jackson  Bridge, 
Hepworth,  and  Scholes  occupy  ;i  small  part 
of  the  District  which  may  be  regarded  as 
Urban.  The  rest  of  it  is  rural  in  character. 

The  inhabitants  are  chiefly  employed  in 
spinning  and  manufacturing  woollen  goods, 
ca)al  mining,  stone  (juarrying,  brick  and  tile 
making,  and  farming. 

The  district  is  divided  into  three  wards 
which  coincide  with  the  poor-law  townships 
of  Fulstone,  Hepworth,  and  Scholes  as  now 
ccmstituted.  These  divisions  can  be  used  as 
“  localities”  in  compiling  the  vital  statistics. 
Each  of  these  localities  is  so  singidarly  like 
the  whole  district  in  its  main  features  that 
I  have  not  hitherto  thought  it  worthwhile 
to  difterentiate  them.  When  the  cfuning 
census  has  giv’en  us  the  exact  population  of 
each,  they  will  no  doubt  serve  to  locate  any 
excessive  mortality  or  sickness. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION.— Most  of 
the  houses  in  the  district  are  substantially 
built,  and  have  ample  air  space  to  back  and 
front.  There  are  very  few  back-uo-back 
houses,  but  many  are  built  against  the 
sides  of  the  hills,  and  so  have  some 
of  the  faults  of  back-to-hack  houses  with  the 
addition  of  dampness  to  floors  and  walls. 


The  Council  have  bye-laws  respecting  new 
buildings,  but  only  two  new  houses  have 
been  built  during  the  past  year. 

I'here  are  many  empty  houses  in  Fulstone 
.and  Scholes,  but  there  is  a  scarcity  of  cottage 
houses  within  easy  reach  of  the  Hepworth 
Brick  Works. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE  —There 
is  an  extensive  scheme  for  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  awaiting  the  sanction  of  the 
Local  Government  Board.  In  the  meantime 
the  present  condition  is  as  follows  :  Sewers 
have  been  laid  in  New  Mill  and  parts  of 
.Jackson  Bridge  and  Scholes  in  conformity 
with  the  proposed  scheme.  Other  sections 
of  the  more  populous  parts  of  the  district 
are  drained  by  rubble  walled  drains.  Where 
there  a, re  sewers  the  house  drains  are  trapped 
and  the  sink  pipes  disconnected.  The  outly¬ 
ing  small  grcMips  of  houses  and  farms  are 
drained  on  to  the  land. 

It  is  very  important  that  the  drains  at 
Paris,  Scholes,  Jackson  Bridge,  and  Hep¬ 
worth  should  be  replaced  as  soon  as  possible 
by  pr.)per  sewers  ;  also  that  places  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  scheme  as  Hade  Edge  and 
Flowery  Field  should  be  properly  sewered. 

Works  are  now  in  progress  to  deal  with 
the  sewage  of  Magnum. 

EXCREMENT  DISPOSAL. -The  system 
in  vogue  is  that  of  ashes  closets.  Where 
these  aresmalland  recently  constructed,  they 
.are  suitable  for  this  district. 

Ten  new  closets  have  been  built  and  nine 
reconstructed  during  the  past  year.  There 
are  still  places  at  Paris,  Jackson  Bridge,  and 
Hepworth  where  several  families  use  the 
same  closet. 

SCAVENGING.— “  Dust  Bins”  built  of 
stone  have  been  erected  at  convenient  places 
for  the  deposition  of  house  i-efuse.  They  .are 
emptied  by  the  Council’s  sanitary  staff,  the 
contents  being  carted  to  tips  formed  in  dis¬ 
used  (piarries 

WA'fER  SUPPLV— In  spite  of  the  exces¬ 
sive  rainfall  and  of  the  numerous  springs 
and  streams  many  parts  of  the  district  are 
still  without  a  proper  and  safe  supply  of 
water. 

The  Bank  House  Reservoir  supplies  Jack- 
son  Bridge  and  New  Mill,  and  Lydgate  is 
supplied  from  Hohnfirth.  In  these  ways 
ab.ait  a  quarter  of  the  houses  are  pi-ovided 
for,  and  I  have  not  heard  any  complaints 
during  the  past  year  either  as  to  quality  or 
quantity. 
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Tlie  i-est  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  wells 
of  running  water  or  by  pumps  placed  over 
wells  of  no  great  depth.  These  supplies  are 
in  many  places  not  to  be  trusted  on  account 
of  their  liability  to  be  fouled  from  their 
proximity  to  dwelling  houses  or  by  di'ciinage 
from  cultivated  land. 

A  proper  supply  is  needed  at  Hade  Edge, 
Paris,  Sciioles,  Hepwiu-th,  Victoria,  Fulstone 
Village,  Snowgatehead,  and  Hill  Top 

A  supply  has  been  obtained  at  Goose  Holes, 
and  preparations  are  l)eing  made  fur  the 
construction  of  a  reservoir  at  Round  Close, 
which  will  probably  supply  Hade  Edge. 
Paris,  aud  Scholes.  This  work  should  be 
pushed  on  vigourously  because  the  former 
unsuitable  supply  at  Hade  Edge  has  l»een 
made  still  worse  by  your  works,  aud  at  Paris 
aud  Scholes  there  has  been  a  stnall  outl)reak 
of  typhoid  fever  which  may  possibly  be 
repeated  next  summer  if  the  present  condi¬ 
tions  remain. 

The  other  places  abov^e  mentioned,  and 
especially  Victoria,  require  your  earliest 
attention. 

LODGING  HOUSES,  BAKEHOUSES, 
OFFENSIVE  TRADES. — There  are  no  com¬ 
mon  lodging  houses  within  the  New  jVIill 
District. 

There  are  no  bakehouses  nor  any  offensive 
tnides'.' " "  ■  ^  " 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES.— There,  are  three 
slaughter  houses,  which  are  well  kept. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILK- 
SHOPS. — There  are  20  registered  cowkeepers 
who  make  a  business  of  selling  milk.  A  few 
of  the  cowsheds  are  up  to  dale,  but  many  of 
them  being  in  ancient  buildings  are  defective 
in  area,  ventilation,  and  lighting,  A  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Council  have  decidetl  to  recom¬ 
mend  the  adoption  of  the  .Model  Regulations 
with  the  addition  of  a  clause  to  prevent  open 
communication  between  the  cowsheds  and 
the  barns  or  places  where  the  food  for 
t  he,  cattle  is  stored.  But  they  defer  printing 
and  issuing  these  regulatiotis  until  they  can 
include  certain  provisions  with  regard  to 
t  ul)erculosis  which  are  still  under 
consideration. 

NUISANCES. — The  Sanitar}"  Inspector 
repoT-ts  that  at  the  begintiing  of  the  year 
there  were  7  nuisances  imder  consideration. 
8U  were  discovered  or  reported  during  the 
year.  Of  these  77  w'ere  aliated,  leaving  10 
cases  still  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

I  am  glad  to  hear  that  the  persons  affected 
responded  sooner  or  later  to  the  demands  of 
the  sanitary  authority  without  waiting  the 
compulsion  of  expensive  processes  of  law. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. -The  Infec¬ 
tious  Disease  (Notification)  Act  was  adopted 
in  1896.  There  were  5  certificates  sent  to  me 
in  1897,  6  in  1898,  9  in  1899,  and  9  in  1900. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  dis¬ 
trict,  but  the  Council  have  joined  the  Holme 
and  Colne  Joint  Hospital  Board,  who  are 
about  to  build  one. 

In  case  of  need  the  Small  Pox  Hospital  at 
Grassy  Cliff  may  be  used  again. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. -In  the  absence 
of  precise  data,  and  seeing  that  the  census 
will  be  taken  this  year,  I  am  content  to 
assume  that  the  population  is  about  the 
same  as  that  estimated  for  1897,  viz  :  5370. 
The  continual  emigration  of  individuals  and 
families,  and  the  presence  of  nearly  60  empty 
houses  in  Fulstone  and  Scholes  townships 
would  indicate  a  considerable  decrease.  On 
the  other  hand  it  may  be  noticed  that  practi¬ 
cally  every  house  is  occupied  in  Hepworth 
township,  and  there  is  every  year  a  natural 
increase  of  62  persons  arising  from  the  exce.ss 
of  births  over  deaths. 


BIRTHS. — During  the  year  1900  there 
were  registered  139  births,  viz  :  71  of  boys  and 
68  of  girls,  making  a  birth-rate  of  25’9  per 
thousand  persons  living  in  the  district  per 
annum. 

The  average  rate  for  the  previous  four 
years  was  26'3.  The  rate  for  the  West  Riding 
for  1899  was  29  per  thousand.  That  for  En¬ 
gland  and  Wales  for  1900  was  28 '9. 

The  number  of  deaths  being  78,  there  was 
an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  61.  The 
average  excess  for  the  previous  four  years 
was  62. 

DEATHS. — Of  the  78  persons  whose  deaths 
were  registeied  during  the  past  year,  42 
were  males  and  36  were  females. 

They  died  at  the  following  age  periods  :

which  is  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  14'5  per 
1,000  {)er  annum.  The  above  includes  the 
-.‘.lyatb-of-U.' '.q,. .pys.  .u.-._a  t,  AVaO v, 

.and  another  at  Huddersfield  Infirmary,  but 
does  not  include  the  death  of  a  resident  in 
Holmiirtb  which  occuried  through  accident 
in  New  Mill.  For  the  year  1899,  the  death- 
liite  was  13’6.  The  death-rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1900,  was  18-3  per  1,000 

'rhenumbei’  of  deaths  in  Fulstone  was  37, 
in  Hefiworth  15,  in  Scholes  26.  The  deatb- 
r.ate  in  Fulstone  was  15 ’4.  In  Hepworth  14, 
.and  in  Scholes,  13'6.  Considerably  inorti 
than  one  third  of  the  deaths  were  those  of 
persons  over6.5  years  of  age.  Of  these  10 
were  between  70  and  80,  and  8  were  over  80 
years  of  age. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. -Fifteen  in¬ 
fants  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  twelve 
months,  making  .an  Infantile  Mortality  rate 
<  f  108  per  thousand  births,  which  is  low. 
'Pile  average  for  the  previous  four  years  was 
132  per  thousand  births. 

DLSEASE. — The  extent,  distribution,  and 
causes  of  Disease  ai-e  indicated  by  (1)  the 
registrars’  returns,  (2)  the  Notification  re¬ 
turns,  and  (3)  common  observation,

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These  figures  present  the  following  points 
of  interest :  The  Zymotic  death-rate,  which 
used  to  he  considered  the  indicator  of  the 
sanitary  condition,  was  very  low,  viz  ;  6. 
The  death-rate  from  Phthisis  was  rathei- 
high,  viz  :  1‘3.  Last  year  it  was  '5.  The 
numher  of  deaths  from  Cancer  was  very  high. 
Of  the  seven  deaths  attributed  to  Pneumonia 
six  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  old. 
A  glance  at  Table  IV  will  show  you  that  both 
the  number  of  deaths  and  the  kinds  of  fatal 
diseases  were  fairly  evenly  distributed 
among  the  three  townships  But  Fulstone 
claimed  all  the  deaths  due  to  Alcoholism. 

NOTIFICATION  RETURNS  —I  received 
9  certificates  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
(Notification)  Act. 

They  referred  to  four  isolated  cases  of 
Erysipelas  at  Syke  Bottom,  Upper  Fold, 
Hollinhouse,  and  Scholes  Moor.  These 
cases  had  nothing  in  common  except  that 
they  all  occurred  in  the  springtime.  They 
all  recovered,  and  there  has  been  no  exten¬ 
sion  so  far. 

There  were  also  four  cases  of  Typhoid  or 
Enteric  Fever,  viz :  two  at  Paris,  one  at 
Scholes,  and  one  at  Snowgatehead. 

With  regard  to  the  infection  of  Typhoid,  I 
may  say  that  in  sporadic  or  scattered  cases 
it  may  arise  from  eating  uncooked  shell  fish 
\#r"  vegetables  it  iiiay"be  away" 

from  home,  especially  at  watering-places, 
and  in  a  variety  of  other  ways.  But  when 
there  is  a  serious  epidemic  it  is  practically 
always  found  that  the  water-supply  is  at 
fault.  In  this  case  the  number  affected  is 
too  small  to  prove  its  origin,  but  the  second 


(iase,  which  was  fatal,  was  either  derived 
from  the  first  or  from  the  same  .source  as 
the  first,  whatever  that  may  have  been. 
On  investigation  I  found  the  .sanitary  con¬ 
dition  of  Paris,  in  regard  to  drainage  and 
water  supply,  to  be  such  as  to  favour  the 
spread  of  such  diseases  as  Typhoid  Fever 
and  Diphtheria. 

However,  suitable  measures  of  disinfection 
were  used,  and  the  danger  seems  to  be  over 
for  the  present. 

On  the  27th  day  of  December  I  received  a 
certificate  notifying  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever 
at  Meal  Hill.  I  called  at  the  house  next  day 
and  told  tlie  mother  to  keep  all  her  children 
I  at  home,  and  not  send  them  to  school  for 

six  weeks.  It  seems  she  did  not  obey  my 
instruction.s,  but  as  this  brings  us  into 
another  year,  I  will  not  pursue  the  subject 
in  this  report. 

OTHER  DISEASES. — An  epidemic  of 
Whooping  Cough  has  passed  through  the 
district  and  caused  two  deaths. 

Influenza  was  prevalent  more  or  less 
I  during  the  whole  year.  It  caused  three 

deaths.  There  were  also  a  few  cases  of 
I  Mumps.  There  was  very  little  Diarrhoe.i 

I  during  the  year.  Finally,  I  think  New  Mill 

I  District  is  a  little  healthier  than  the  average 

i  of  rii'trVv  esT  iaidiiig. '^r  rOTTi  Ats  sriiianon  ir 

ought  to  be  much  healthier.  I  think  it  very 
much  behind  hand  in  sanitation,  and  I  leave 
these  facts  and  figures  and  suggestions  for 
your  consideration,  in  the  hope  that  they 
will  tend  to  make  the  district  even  healthier 
than  it  is,  and  a  pleasanter  place  to  live  in.
